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To  tlu  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Sanitary  Committee. 


Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  duty  and  pleasure  to  present  to  you  the  Annual 
Report  on  the  Public  Flealth  of  Brighouse  for  the  year  1897. 

For  two-thirds  only  of  the  year  have  I been  your  IMedical  Officer  of 
Health,  but  from  the  statistics  left  for  the  early  portion  of  the  year  by  my 
predecessor.  Dr.  Young,  I am  enabled  to  give  you  a full  account  of  the 
work  done  in  my  department  for  the  full  period  of  the  twelve  months 
past. 

I have,  to  a very  great  extent,  adhered  to  the  tabular  arrangement 
of  this  report  as  previously  adopted,  the  chief  reason  for  so  doing  being 
that  I think  it  desirable  to  have  the  Annual  Report  in  such  a form  as  to 
be  easily  compared  with  any  of  its  forerunners,  so  that  the  reader  may, 
with  the  least  trouble  to  himself,  refer  to  any  particular  Section. 

'bhe  year  1897  been  a very  busy  one,  and,  from  a Health 
Officer’s  view,  a most  interesting  one. 

In  the  first  place  the  Sanitary  Congres^^  held  its  meetings  extending 
to  six  days,  in  the  City  of  Leeds,  and  to  this  Congress  your  committee 
sent  a deputation,  including  myself.  Judging  from  the  number  of 
persons  present  on  each  of  these  six  days,  there  could  hardly  have  been 
a town  of  any  size  in  England  that  did  not  send  its  representatives,  and, 
in  addition,  the  countries  of  both  Scotland  and  Ireland  sent  a goodly 
number  of  delegates. 

In  connection  with  the  Congress,  though  held  in  another  part  of  the 
City,  Avas  the  Sanitary  Exhibition  ; and  the  number  of  persons  visiting 
this  collection  of  “ Aids  to  Public  Health”  testified  that  the  subject  of 
sanitation  is  growing  more  in  favour  with  the  public — a very  Avelcome 
sign  of  the  advancement  of  our  time. 

Again,  in  the  same  month,  September,  the  West  Riding  Rivers 
Board  convened  an  assemblage  of  members  of  the  Council,  etc.,  of  the 
various  towns  and  boroughs  in  this  part  of  the  country,  to  discuss  the 
knotty  question  of  Rivers  Pollution. 


At  this  meeting,  attended  by  various  members  of  your  Councd,  the 
enquiry  principally  was  conhned  to  determining  the  best  means  of 
preventing  further  pollution  of  our  rivers  by  the  refuse  fiom  the  many 
manufactories,  and  to  ask  what  steps  had  been  taken  by  each  local 
authority  in  the  matter. 

The  Brighouse  Joint  Hospital,  so  soon  to  be  opened  for  the  recep- 
tion of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease,  will,  1 doubt  not,  be  a great  boon  to 
the  people  of  the  Borough,  and  of  the  four  neighbouring  districts 
associated  with  its  erection  and  maintenance. 

The  great  drawback  in  dealing  with  the  various  cases  ol  notifiable 
diseases  in  the  past  was  the  lack  of  accommodation  in  most  of  the  houses 
in  which  these  cases  arose,  preventing  the  proper  and  necessary  separa- 
tion of  the  infected  person  from  the  rest  of  the  family. _ This  will  no 
longer  exist  when  the  Institution  is  opened  for  the  reception  of  patients; 
the  houses  from  which  the  sick  are  removed  will  then  be  able  to  be  dis- 
infected early,  and  so  check  the  spread  of  the  disease  to  a very  great 
extent. 

The  Sewage  scheme  is  the  next  most  prominent  item  on  the  pro- 
gramme of  works  of  improvement  being  carried  out  in  Brighouse.  It 
will  be  many  months  before  the  completion  of  this  valuable  and  thorough 
undertaking  is  ensured  ; but  at  its  completion  you  will,  I am  positive, 
have  works  of  which  you  may  well  be  proud,  and  you  will  find  that  the 
expense  to  which  you  have  gone  will  be  well  repaid.  I need  only  further 
mention  here  that  the  work  is  progressing  very  rapidly. 

A Destructor  for  the  town’s  refuse  will  soon,  I trust,  be  an  addition 
to  the  sanitary  appliances  in  this  district  ; and  I hope  I will  not  be 
accused  of  looking  too  far  ahead  if  I express  the  wish  that  at  no  distant 
date  I may  have  the  pleasure  of  witnessing  the  building  of  Public  Baths 
in  Brighouse. 

We  have  our  open-a.ir  spaces  ; at  no  particular  locality  in  the 
Borough  is  the  population  congested,  and  we  have  our  recreation  grounds 
extensively  patronised.  But  in  my  opinion  no  town  is  thoroughly 
equipped  without  its  public  baths,  including  swimming  baths,  which  by 
their  use  in  encouraging  a very  valuable  form  of  exercise,  tend  also  to  the 
greater  cleansing  of  the  body,  and  one  of  the  principal  means  of  improving 
the  general  health  is  thereby  afforded. 

In  face  of  the  general  scare  occasioned  by  the  calamitous  outbreak  of 
Enteric  or  Typhoid  Fever  at  Maidstone,  I made  full  enquiry  into  the 
water  supply  of  this  Borough.  There  can  be  no  better  water  supply 
anywhere,  and  full  particulars  with  regard  to  its  source  and  extent  of 
gathering  grounds  are  tabulated  in  Table  C of  the  Appendix. 

And  now,  Gentlemen,  I must  briefly  refer  to  a subject  which  has 
caused  a great  deal  of  comment  in  this  town,  and  I may  say  generally 
throughout  the  land ; I refer  to  the  Meat  Seizure  case.  As  legal  action 
is  still  pending,  I need  only  say  that  the  action  I took  I was  in  duty 
bound  to  take.  The  carcase  in  question  was  as  greatly  affected  with 
Tuberculosis  as  it  could  be  ; not  only  is  this  my  opinion,  but  it  is  also 
that  of  expert  witnesses,  who  made  thorough  examination  of  the  carcase, 
etc.  The  study  of  the  welfare  of  the  public,  as  regards  its  pure  food 
supply,  is  one  of  the  principal  duties  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
irrespective  of  the  cost  it  may  incur. 
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Herewith  I tender  my  thanks  to  my  Brother  Medical  Officers  of 
Health  who  have  forwarded  me  Statistics  towards  the  completion  of  my 
Report  ; and  I wish  also  to  thank  the  Medical  Practitioners  in  this  dis- 
trict for  their  co-operation  in  improving  the  Sanitary  condition  of  the 
Borough. 

In  conclusion,  I trust  that  in  the  future  you  will  favour  me  with  your 
support  as  willingly  and  as  cordially  as  you  have  done  in  the  past  year.

STATISTICAL  REPORT. 

Births. — The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was  573, 
300  of  males,  and  273  of  females.  The  birth  rate  24-44  slightly  better 
than  in  1896,  but  is  still  lower  than  in  any  of  the  three  preceding  years, 
and,  compared  with  the  birth  rate  of  England  and  Wales,  for  1897, 
viz.: — 29-7,  it  is  low. 

Deaths  have  numbered  within  the  Borough,  299;  146  of  males,  and* 
153  of  females,  but  the  deaths  of  persons  belonging  to  Brighouse  occurring 
in  institutions  outside  the  Borough,  increase  this  number  to  322,  of  which 
159  were  of  males,  and  163  of  females.  The  death  rate  13*73  compares 
very  favourably  with  that  of  England  and  Wales  for  1897,  viz.: — 17*4, 
and  it  is  better  than  in  any  of  the  three  preceding  years  in  this  Borough, 
e.g.,  1896,  15*67;  1895,  15*46;  1894,  H’h. 

The  Infantile  Death-rate  was  equal  to  129  per  1000  of  the  births. 
Though  this  rate  is  distinctly  lower  than  in  the  past  three  years,  and 
compared  with -that  of  other  towns  is  low,  still  in  my  opinion  it  is  too 
high  to  be  looked  upon  with  satisfaction.  In  the  early  part  of  1897 
your  Committee  sanctioned  the  distribution  of  pamphlets  on  the  subject 
of  Infant  Feeding.  This  plan  was  suggested  by  my  predecessor,  and  up 
to  the  present  time  the  Registrar  gives  a copy  to  each  person  registering 
a birth.  I have  no  doubt  that  this  distribution  is  of  service,  for  it  is  a 
well-recognised  fact  by  the  medical  faculty  that  the  feeding  of  infants 
otherwise  than  by  the  breast  is  very  little  understood  by  the  majority  of 
mothers.  This  is  a subject  which  engrosses  the  attention  of  nearly  every 
Medical  Othcer,  and  as  many  of  you  undoubtedly  take  a great  interest  in 
this  subject  I append  the  following  table  of  certihed  causes  of  death  in 
such  Infants.

It  is  quite  probable,  though  of  course  most  difficult  to  prove,  that 
fully  one-half  of  the  above  cases  owe  their  causation  of  death  to  improper 
feeding.  Dr.  J.  R.  Kaye,  M.OH.,  West  Riding  County  Council,  Wake- 
held,  in  writing  on  this  subject  in  1897,  suggests  the  following  points  : — 

1.  Improved  methods  of  feeding  Infants  not  breast  fed. 

2.  Great  care  in  avoiding  exposure  to  cold,  damp,  and  infectious 

disease. 

3.  General  improvement  in  sanitary  surroundings. 

4.  Limitation  in  insurance  of  children. 

Inquests. — Ten  have  been  held  during  the  year,  and  the  number  of 
uncertified  deaths  has  been  three  only.  This  latter  fact  is  very  note- 
worthy, as  it  shows  that  in  most  cases  of  illness  medical  assistance  is 
summoned.

Scarlet  Fever  stands  out  prominently  in  above  list  with  66  cases. 
This  is  a much  larger  number  than  wa.s  charged  to  this  disease  in  1896, 
but,  considering  that  Scarlet  Fever  was  very  prevalent  during  the  latter 
part  of  the  year  in  the  district  generally,  and  in  the  neighbouring  towns 
was  particularly  severe,  I think  the  Borough  is  to  be  congratulated  on 
getting  off  with  such  a slight  visitation.  As  I pointed  out  in  my  intro- 
duction we  had  no  proper  means  of  isolation,  and  there  was  no  possibility 
of  getting  admission  for  such  patients  into  other  Hospitals.  There  were 
5 deaths  certified  from  this  disease. 

Enteric,  or  Typhoid  Fever,  shows  a marked  decrease  in  the  number 
of  cases  compared  with  previous  years.  At  one  house,  however,  at  the 
back-end  of  the  year,  I had  notification  of  two  cases  of  this  disease.  On 
visiting  the  place,  and  making  the  usual  enquiries,  I found  that  a case  had 
also  been  reported  in  January  of  last  year.  This  was  not  to  be  wondered 
at  on  an  extended  examination,  for  amongst  other  defects  I found  that  the 
fall-pipe,  or  conductor  of  rain  water  from  the  roof,  ran  inside  the  dwelling- 
house  for  some  distance  through  one  of  the  bedrooms,  and  thence  into  a 
shed  or  stable  below  this  room.  At  the  time  of  my  visit  this  pipe  had 
been  leaking  extensively,  and  the  room  in  question  was  thoroughly 
saturated  as  to  its  outer  wall.  In  addition  to  this,  I found  that  pigs  food, 
in  various  degrees  of  sourness,  etc.,  was  stored  quite  close  to  the  dwelling- 
house,  and  as  numbers  of  poultry  seemed  to  have  the  run  of  the  house  I 
was  more  than  astonished  that  the  cases  were  not  numerically  larger. 
The  tenants  suspected  the  water  supply,  but  on  samples  being  analysed 
this  wms  found  to  be  very  wholesome.  The  owners  of  this  property,  on 
their  attention  being  called  to  these  defects,  promptly  rectified  them  as 
far  as  lay  in  their  power,  and  the  patients  recovered  without  any  further 
spread  of  the  mischief. 

Diphtheria. — Six  notifications  of  this  disease  reached  me  during  the 
year,  and  one  death  was  recorded. 

Erysipelas  was  notified  on  36  occasions,  one  patient  having  a 
second  attack  within  a few  months  of  the  first.  In  all  there  were  2 
deaths.

Puerperal  Fever  was  accountable  for  i death  out  of  5 cases  notified. 

In  all  cases  of  notifiable  disease  reported  to  me,  I at  once  visit 
the  house  infected,  and  make  full  enquiry  as  to  the  source  or  probable 
source  of  the  illness.  It  is  my  custom  to  leave  a paper  similar  to  the  one 
affixed,  bearing  the  patient’s  name,  to  be  signed  by  the  householder  or 
Medical  Man  in  attendance.  I find  that  by  means  of  this  arrangement  I 
get  a much  better  idea  of  when  the  patient  is  convalescent,  and  we  can 
then  take  immediate  steps  to  have  disinfection  carried  out.

Measles  during  last  year  was  very  little  in  evidence,  but  Chicken 
Pox,  especially  at  Christmas  time,  was  very  preval  ent,  at  one  time  as 
many  as  40  families  having  children  affected  by  it.  The  cases  were  how- 
ever very  mild,  differing  greatly  from  a case  to  which  I Avas  called  by  a 
Medical  Practitioner  in  the  town.  Here  the  patient  rvas  a young  man  of 
18,  living  in  one  of  the  lodging  houses,  suffering  from  a very  severe  form 
of  this  disease,  accompanied  by  a sharp  attack  of  Pneumonia.  As  isolation 
was  out  of  the  question  in  the  lodging  house,  I was  compelled  to  find 
other  quarters  for  him,  and  to  thoroughly  disinfect  the  abode  in  question. 
This  I was  enabled  to  do  after  some  trouble,  and  the  patient  made  a good 
recovery  from  the  lung  trouble  which  Avas  the  greatest  danger. 

Whooping  Cough  has  been  rarely  mentioned  to  me  as  being  preAm- 
lent,  though  10  deaths  are  put  down  to  its  causation.  I occasionally 
came  across  a ferv  cases  of  a mild  type. 

No  schools  were  closed  at  any  time  during  the  year,  but  the  visits 
rendered  necessary  to  the  homes  of  children,  and  the  certificates  gwen  for 
non-attendance  of  children  at  various  schools  were  very  numerous.  By 
these  means,  however,  and  by  the  disinfection  of  the  schools  during  the 
holidays,  the  spread  of  any  disease  Avas  retarded. 
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SANITARY  REPORT. 

Every  house  in  which  a case  of  Infectious  Disease  is  reported  to  me 
is  visited  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  myself,  and  a record  is  kept  of  all 
the  particulars  we  note.  The  System  of  Drainage,  the  Water  Supply, 
and  the  Source  of  the  Milk  Supply  are  especially  enquired  into,  and  any 
defects  found  are  notified  as  soon  as  possible. 

At  the  termination  of  the  illness  the  house  in  question  is  thoroughly 
disinfected  by  the  Inspector,  who  also  sends  away,  in  cases  where 
considered  necessary,  the  bedding,  bed  clothes,  and  other  clothing  worn 
by  the  sick  person  to  the  Disinfector  on  the  premises  of  the  Brighouse 
Joint  Hospital.  There  the  articles  are  thoroughly  disinfected  and  re- 
turned to  their  owners  free  of  cost.  In  my  opinion,  the  Disinfector  has 
been  of  very  great  service  indeed,  especially  as  regards  the  treatment 
of  houses  infected  with  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria. 

Buildings  erected  during  the  year  in  the  Borough  have  numbered 
about  50,  the  majority  of  them  being  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
Avorking  classes.  These  are  now  built  on  very  good  lines,  and  it  is 
pleasant  to  think  that  when  Brighouse  becomes  in  time  very  much  more 
built  upon,  the  old  style  of  back-to-back  houses  Avill  be  noticeable  by  its 
scarcity. 

Ba,cteriology. — I Avould  be  very  pleased  indeed  if,  acting  on  a former 
suggestion,  your  Committee  could  see  its  way  to  furnishing  a Bacterio- 
logical Laboratory.  There  is  no  doubt  it  Avould  be  a very  valuable 
addition  to  the  Sanitary  Department. 

Dairies,  Cow  Sheds,  and  Milk  Shops  have  been  pretty  frequently 
visited  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector  and  myself.  Whth  one  or  two  excep- 
tions they  have  been  found  to  be  in  good  condition,  clean,  and  sufficientiy 
roomy.  Samples  of  milk  have  been  taken  and  forwarded  for  analysis  to 
he  County  Analyst,  according  to  the  regulations  of  the  West  Riding 
tounty  Council. — Vide  appended  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report.

Although  the  number  of  alterations  in  the  above  list  amounts  to  433, 
yet  this  does  not  include  all  that  has  been  done  ; take  for  instance 
the  90  re-drained  houses,  which  have  been  done  in  blocks  of  from  2 to  8 
or  10,  which  will  include  in  each  block  an  intercepting  trap,  or  intercept- 
ing chamber,  and  ventilating  shaft. 

Houses  re-drained  with  iron-pipes  also  include  the  taking  up  of  the 
old  drain-pipes,  the  removal  of  offensive  matter  from  under  the  floors,  and 
proper  interception  and  ventilation  of  the  newly-laid  iron-pipes. 

Improvements  in  drainage  have  been  carried  out  at  Tofts  Grove, 
where  the  sewage  from  19  houses  have  been  taken  off  the  land,  the  houses 
re-drained,  and  property  connected  to  the  water-course. 

At  Round  Hill  by  the  sewering  of  Dewsbury  and  Elland  Road,  from 
the  top  of  Slaid  Lane  to  Clough  House  ; where  most  of  the  houses  have 
been  re-drained,  connected  to  the  sewer,  and  all  cesspools  abolished. 

The  sewering  of  Victoria  Street,  Brighouse,  by  which  stagnant  water 
has  been  removed  from  the  cellars,  and  ventilating  of  the  sewer  at 
Chapel  Street,  Hove  Edge.

Common  Lodging  Houses. — We  have  two  in  the  district — one  in 
Bradford  Road,  which  is  very  well  kept,  and  the  other  in  Commercial 
Street,  which  is  not  kept  as  we  should  like,  although  there  is  a decided 
improvement  on  previous  years.  The  former  accommodates  only  the 
male  sex,  but  the  latter  both  male  and  female. 

I have  during  the  year  Ausited  several  lodging  houses  in  Leeds  and 
Bradford,  and  many  of  the  frequenters  of  these  places  spoke  of  the 
excellent  manner  in  which  our  Bradford  Road  place  was  kept.  I noticed 
also  that  the  houses  receiving  both  sexes  were  not  near  so  nice  as 
those  which  did  not  receive  females. 

Smoke  Abatement. — Although  the  maximum  number  of  minutes  in 
which  black  smoke  is  allowed  to  be  emitted  from  chimneys  within  the 
hour  is  ten  minutes,  yet  beyond  issuing  21  preliminary  notices,  3 statutory 
notices  and  some  threatening  letters,  no  action  has  been  taken. 

Messrs.  A.  Kitson  & Sons  have  made  some  alterations  to  their  engine 
and  boiler,  by  which  the  emission  of  black  smoke  has  been  considerably 
reduced  ; and  more  careful  firings  at  other  places  have  resulted  from  our 
notices.

These  observations  have  not  been  taken  in'  rotation,  and  therefore 
are  not  the  average  of  the  district ; bad  cases  have  been  taken  several 
times  over. 

Private  Slaughterhouses. — These  have  been  inspected  at  regular 
intervals,  and  generally  found  satisfactory.  Slaughtering  is  now  only 
carried  on  at  three  places. 

Public  Slaughterhouse. — This  has  been  regularly  inspected,  and 
as  far  as  cleanliness,  &c.,  it  has  been  kept  very  satisfactory,  but  the  con- 
duct of  the  Manager  has  twice  been  reported  to  the  Comm^ittee  as 
unsatisfactory.  Your  Committee  expressed  dissatisfaction  for  not  report- 
ing the  case  of  unsound  meat,  seized  and  condemned  October  19th. 

* 

Scavenging. — Pail  privies  and  dry  ash-pits,  or  ash-tubs,  are  the 
principal  kind  m this  district ; we  have,  however,  some  water  closets, 
waste-water  closets,  and  a few  midden  privies. 

The  collection  of  pails  is  entrusted  with  our  own  men,  but  the  team 
labour  is  by  contract ; the  arrangement  acts  very  well. 

The  collection  of  domestic  refuse  is  also  done  by  our  own  men,  with 
team  labour  hired ; by  this  system  any  complaint  lodged  at  the  Office  is 
generally  attended  to  the  day  following.

— Seizure  of  a whole  carcase  and  other  portions  of 
a beast,  which  were  destroyed  the  following  day  under  a 
magistrate’s  order.

Forty-six  conforming  to  the  regulations. 
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One  (a  cabin  deck)  dilapidated,  which  was  very  quickly  remedied, 
and  one  which  did  not  produce  certificate,  although  registered.  In  this 
case  the  owners  (the  Calder  & Hebble  Navigation  Co.),  claimed  exemp- 
tion on  the  ground  that  the  vessel  was  a dredger,  used  by  the  Company 
for  dredging  the  Canal  only,  and  not  for  the  conveyance  of  goods  along 
a Canal,  as  expressed  under  the  definition  of  “ Canal  Boat  ” in  Sec.  14 
of  the  principal  Act. 

The  matter  was  laid  before  your  Chief  Inspector,  who  recommended, 
in  order  to  prevent  further  troubles  with  inspectors,  that  the  registration 
marks  be  obliterated,  which  alteration  the  owners  promised  to  carry  out. 

On  all  occasions  I have  found  the  masters  agreeable.
